A NEW PASS 

The CJolonist yesterday hud ti very 
Interesting account of tho new pass 
Into Ihe Interior of British Colmnbhi 
from the hcat^ of Dean t:hannel. This 
channel is the northeasterly jirolonga- 
tion of Ihe northern blfurciition of 
Ihirke Channel, the southern being 
Uclla Coola. Burke Channel reaches 
the sea at a point about two-thirds of 
the distance between Victorhi and 
I'riiico Rupert. Marcus Smith, I'.l':., 
thus doscribed Dean Cliaiincd: "This 
channel is about two miles wide, with 
very deep water and no sheltered bays 
or safe anchorage .except near its head. 
Ill the fvening we reached :i flat or 
lon;;uc of land iiro.ioctin.i; froni the <n.isI I 
side more than h;ilf-way across the 
channel. The flat is about a mile 
aiToss. W(! anchored on the upper 
side of Ibis flat, which fcu'nis ;i .vcll- 
slullci rd : tile sllore^^ liowi ver, 

shelve down rapiilly lo deep water, 
making indifferent ancliorage, but 
wharves for steamers could be con- 
structed at moderate cost. This lil<e 
all the inlets foriulng llu- Cascade 
chain terminates with a low flat 
shelving ahniptly into deep water." 
The head of Dean Channel is distant 
about l.')0 miles from the nearest point 
on the rouli' of the Grand Trunl\ I'a- 
clllc, and the Inlervening country, tif- 
ler the sumnill has been crossed. Is 
nndoid)todly very valuable. There 
seems to bo east of the Coast Range a 
tract of country- extending from ' a 
point nortli of Ilazelton to the great 
('liilco J^ake. the very greater part of 
which will be utilized by settlers as 
soon as facilities of transportation 
are provided. Roughly speaking this 
area Is .".'vO miles lon.g and 100 miles 
wide, that Is, it contains an :irea of 
3.-i,000 square miles.

Sir James was born In Lanarkshire, 
Scotland, the shire that produced the 
father of William Ewart Gladstone, in 
till- >'ear 1S03. He w.mh educated there 
and in (,'liestcr, receiving a Kood 
Siiiundins in several lii'jtnolies of 
klinv, li'd^i' and an especially :;ood 



fact that he was removed from the 
range 111 I lie eivlllislng influences of 
his da.\- . arly in life he maintained his 
studentship to the end and Improved 
himself in a manner rettiarUable under 
the circumstances. 

Sir James had severed his connec- 
tion with the iliidson's Bay Cuiiiiiaiiy 
wlien. ill 18r.!l, the two colonics v.cre 
formed under British control and he 
was made Kovernor of both, retiring in 
1S64 after havinpr rendered sign.Tl Her- 
vlce. It was on the occasion of this re- 
tirement that he was Itnighted. 

Sir James died In 1877 after con- 
federation as a problem had been 
solved. Of his i^haraoter one historical 
writer has tvrltten: 

"Whatever dlfferoncea of opinion 
there may have been among lils con- 
temporaries as to his policy as a gov- 
ernor or whatever may have been the 
varying estimates as to his character BS 
a man among men witli whom he had 
personal relations — every strong man 
lias his enemies and in all politics 
there is strife — that today he is ijy

SAVED IHLBRIOGE 



Told Rioting Thousands to Wait 
Eight Days for Rain— Then 
Sent For Troops 



Rev. J. G. Nelson, a missionary who 
an i\ cd by the steamer Shinano Maru. 
accompanied by Uls wife and six chil- 
dren, most lof whom were born In 
Shensl during the fifteen y^ars spent 
by the missionary in the western Chin- 
ese provlnae, stated that it -was the 
general opinion that another outbreak 
would take place In China, probably 
worse tlian the Boxer affair. It might 
come any time. It might be delayed for 
years, but It seemed likely to occur. 
.Mr. Nelson was in Shensl when tlie 
Boxer affair took place ten \ cars ago 
and made ills way to Shanghai with 
his famil.x, rscorled l).v Chinese sol- 
tliers, a proclamation liavliig been 
issued liy tlie local officials that tlie.v 
Avere t^^ be protected. Conditions arc- 
working toward a sinillar i.-risis now 
and It seemed as though the happen- 
ings of a deeadn ago would be repi'ated. 

.Mr. .Kelson told of an Incident whicli 
took place near Lam ho. wliert' he was 
stationed, shortly before his departure 
in whicll superstitious villagers Ihrea t - 
ened to demolish a big steel l)rldgc,- 
erected b.v foreign engineers over the 
Yellow Ki\er because tiiey considered 
that the gods were .innoved hy tlTe 
tnilUling and were withholding- rain. 
There has been no rain in this dislricl 
for nearl\ three years and a famine Is 
c onsidered imminent. The bridge was 
sa\-ed hv tile ()Ulck Wit of the local 
mandarin Some 7.000 Chinese gath- 
ered, rioting outside the Yamen. tlireat- 
enlng lo tear down the big bridge be- 
cause they said the gods %vould not 
gi\ e rain while It still stood. 

■Wait." said the mandarin. "In eiglit 
da\s it will rain; the heavens will be 
spilt and the gods will give rain." 

Eight days — that did not aeem long. 
The leaders of the mob called them 
off, and the bridge was unmolested. 

When the mob camped about the 
bridge, l)ullding the usual little lent- 
like hovels nf malting, and walled. 

'I'he eighth day came and there was 
no rain. Instead of a downpour there 
came troops, who were s.s sleniatically 
men ed into position to protect the 
bridge. 

The fo.xy mandarin iiail promised 
rain in oirier to secure delay, and 
meanwhile had assembled riutflclent 
troops tc5 protect the bridge.

They are not laying an.\' foundation, n.-s

Then for two days they rodo miles, tlie 
father and mother rfdlng mules In the 
lead with the elder children following 
and the younger ones Hlung in boxes 
nt cither side of the animals. Tiien 
they travelled in chairs alung <>n poles, 
each borne on the shoulders of four 
coolies. Finally they reached Jchang 
and made their way down tlie rapids 
in which a number of Clilnese lioats 
havi! been wrecked. From Chunking 
they took passage to Shanghai iiy 
steamer and boarded tho Shinano Maru 
at that port.

The operations cm tlu- Korea, 
which uses (dc^ctrie po^^•er of fi\-e kilo- 
watts, affected the Ciiosiii station, but 
no message could be reccd\'ed from the 
K.-ikidi station, the electric powei' of 
whicll is more ibaii ten k.w., from 
which the Korea Mas Iheii onl>- ,'i,',0 
miles distant. This is lliouglit to he 
due to the position of tlie Kakiiti sta- 
tion and tile direction of its tint i.'nnae. 
which are arranged in sucli a way as 
lo faciliiate communication with Situ 
p'rancisco. The latest wireless ex- 
pe.-imenls between Jaiiaii and Hawaii, 
tlioiigli unsuccessful, produced a re- 
cord iTiessage covering some 2,800 
miles, and tile belief obtains that, 
should arrangemenls be further Im- 
proved, wireless communication be- 
tween Japan and Hawaii will be prac- 
ticable.

Coal \ Dust Explosives in Belgium. 

An Important. step. has recently been 
taken Ijy the Belgian goVern'mbnt, tho 
pltjncers In the classKloatlon of explo- 
sives. In view of the development of 
llie coal dust c|uestlon. It has been' 
deemed' advisable to create a 'new list 
of explosives in addition to -the exist- 
ing list. In which the" niaxlmum degree 
of .siifety wa.s i-epresenled In- the antl- 
grlsoiiteux explosives. l'"or this pur- 
p<iKe, nil- the explosives on tho existing 
list have been rotested; except certain 
explosives that are lio longer In generni 
use. These explosives were fired. In a 
gallery at Franieries, in coal duat con- 
taining 21 per cent, of volatile matter. 
As' a result, it has been found that of 
the 30 explosives in the list, fvro arc 
no^ longer manufactured, threo were not 
presented for testing,, three were for 
various reasons not put to test, ami 
five Inflamed dust with cliargeH lower 
than those necessary to ignite lire-damp. 
In two cases the "charge-Ilinlt<t ' ro- 
ipdred to secure their comparative 
safety In coal dust fell below ii, eliarge 
ctiuivalent lii eni'fgy (o l^S 'g'ramnies 
of dynamite No. I. and have consequent-, 
ly been eliminated; these were called to 
imdergo a reduction In the "charge 
llmlte." \-iiiylnK from one hundred to 
three huiulreil grammes. The remain- 
ing K expl(i.'<lves failed to ignite coal 
dust at the same •'charge-limlte" ns In 
the c.-tse of lire-damp. Briefly, of the 
explosives tested, live only, or 2:1 per 
cent, showed a lower degree of safely;. 
Of these four belong to the nitrate w 
ammonia group, and one to the ehoratej 
group: one explosive to tho carbonate, 
group has been reserved. It Is remark- 
abre that the only class touched is the'- 
"VVetter-dynamlte" or nitroglycerine 
group.
